READ jcftic , for ratifying of ſuch Ads as ſhould be con- 
arms cluded in the late Afſemblie of the Kirk , for deter- 
SB mining all Civill matters , and ſetling all ſuch things 

. as may conduce to the publick good,and peace of this 

Kirk and Kingdome , And conſidering the ſeverall complaints of this 
Kirk unto Parliaments from rimetotime ; proceeding trom her con- 
einuall experience of prejudice and ruine , through many perſons; and 
ſpecially of Prelates their attempting to voyce or doany thing in name 
of the Kirk , without either bearing Office in the Kirk, or having 
commiſtion from the Kirk , And the Ads ofthe late Generall Aſſem- 
blie,condemning the office ofBiſhops, Archbiſhops,and other Prelates, 
and the civil places and power of Kirkmen, as their voycingand ryding 
in Parliament ; and craving the aboliſhing of theſe Acts of Parliament, 


which grarits tothe Kirk'or Kirkmen vote in Parliament , to be abro- 


gate , as prejudiciall to her Liberties , and incompatible with her ſpiri- 
tuall nature ; Conſidering alſo that there are conveened inthis preſent 
Parliament , by His Majeſties ſpeciall indidtion , warrant , and atthori- 


tie,the Nobylitie, Barons,and Burgeſles,the Eſtates ofthis Kingdome, 


who have a fill and undonbted power to proceed and determine in all 
marxrers concerning the publick good of this Kingdome , and that not- 
withſtanding of the abſence of the Prelates , who by former Lawes 
were appointed to bee members of Parliament : Andtothe effet none 
preſume to move any queſtion thereanent, The ſaids Eſtates now con+ 
veened, as faid is , have declared ,'andby theſe preſents declares this 
preſent Parliament holden by the Nobilitie, Barons,and Burgeſles,and

IN OBEDIENCE to the commandement of God;conform to the 
practiſe of the godly in former times,and according to the laudable ex- 
ample of our Worthy and Religious Og , and of many yet li- 
ving amongſt us,which-was warranted alſo by A& of Councell, com- 
manding a generall Band to bee made and ſubſcribed by his Majefties 
Subjects, of all ranks,fortwo cauſes : One was, for defending the true 
Religion, as it was then reformed,and is expreſſed inthe Confefſion of 
Faith,above-written,and a former large Confeſſion eſtabliſhed by ſun- 
dry acts of lawfull General Aſſemblies, and of Parliament,unto which 
it hath relation ſer down in publick Catechiſmes, and which had beene 
for many yeares with a bleffing from Heaven preached, and profeſſed 
in this Kirk and kingdom ,as G O D'S undoubred Truth, grounded. 
onely upon his written Word. The other cauſe was, for maintaining 
the Kings Majeſtie, his Perſon , and Eſtate, thetrue worſhip of Go 
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and the Kings authority being ſo ſtraitly joyned, as that they had the 
ſame friends, and common enemies, and did ſtand and tall rogether. 
And finally, being convinced in our minds, and confeſfing with our 
mouths that the preſent and ſucceeding generations in this Land, are 
bound'to keep the foreſaid Nationall Oath and Subſcription inviola- 
ble, Wee Noblemen, Barons, Gentlemen, Burgeſſes, Miniſters, and 
Commons under-ſcribing, conſidering divers times before, and eſpe- 
cially at this time, the danger ofthe true reformed Religion, of the 
Kings honour,and of the publick peace of the Kingdome,by the mani- 
fold innovations and evils generally contained, and particularly men- 
tioned in our late ſupplications,complaints,and proteſtations,doe here- 
by profeſſe, and before GOD, his Angels, andthe world, ſolemnly 
declare,that with our whole hearts wee agree and reſolve all the dayes 
of our life conſtantly to adhere unto, & to defend the foreſaid true re- 
ligion,and(forbearing the practiſe ofall novations, already introduced 
in the matters of the worſhip of GOD, or approbation ofthe corrup- 
tions ofthe publick government of the Kirk or civill places and pow- 
er of Kirkmen,rill they be tryed and allowed in free aſſemblies, and in 
Parliaments) to labour by all meanes lawfull to recover the purity and 
liberty ofthe Goſpel, as it was eſtabliſhed and profeſſed =o the 
foreſaid novations: And becauſe after due examination, wee plainely 
perceive,and undoubtedly beleeve, that the innovations and evills con- 
rained in our Supplications, Complaints, and Proteſtations have no 
warrant ofthe word of GOD, are contrary to the articles of the fore- 
faid Confefſions.to the intentionand meaning of the bleſſed reformers 
of Religion inthis Land, to the above-written acts of Parliament, and 
doe ſenſibly tend to the re-eſtabliſhing ofthe Popiſh religion and ty- 
ranny, andto theſubverſion and ruine of thetrue reformed religion, 
and of our liberties, lawes and eſtates, Weealſo declare that the fore- 
ſaid confeſſions are to beinterpreted, and ought to be underſtood ofthe 
foreſaid novations and evills no leſſe than ifevery one of them had been 
expreſſed in the foreſaid confeſſions, andthat wee are obligedto deteſt 
andabhorre them amongſt other particularheads of Papiſtry abjured 
therein. And therefore fromthe knowledgeand conſtiences ot our duty 
to GOD, to our King and Countrey, without any worldly reſpect or 
inducement, ſo farre as humane infirmity will ſuffer, wiſhing a further 
meaſure of the grace of GOD for thiseffe&; Wee promiſe, and ſweare 
by the Great Name of the Lord our GOD, to continue inthe Profeſſion 
and obedience of the foreſaid Religion, That wee ſhall defend the ſame 
and reſiſt all theſe contrary errours and corruptions, according toour 
vocation,and to the uttermoſt ofthat power thar GOD hath put in our 
hands, all the dayes of our life. And in like manner with the ſame hearr, 

. wee declare before GOD and Men, that wee haveno intention nor de- 
fireroattempt anything that may turn to the diſhonour of GOD, or to 
the diminution ofthe Kings greatnefle and authority:But on the contra- 
ry,wee promiſe and fweare,that wee ſhall, to the uttermoſt of our pow- 
er, with our meanes and lives, ftand tothe defence of our dread Sove- 
raigne the _ Majeſtie,his Perſon,and Aurhority,in the defence and 


preſervation of the foreſaidtrue Religion, Liberties and Lawes of the 
: | King- 
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Kingdome: As alfo to the mutuall defence and aſſiſtance, every one of 
us ofanother, in the ſame cauſe of maintaining the true Religion, and 
his Majeſties authority,with our beſt counſell,our bodies, meanes, and 
whole power againſt all ſorts of perſons whatſoever, So that wharſoe- 
ver ſhall be done to the leaſt of us for that cauſe, ſhall beraken as done 
cousall in generall, andto evefy one of us in particular. And rhat wee 
ſhall neither dire&ly nor. indirectly ſuffer our (elves to be divided ox 
withdrawn by whatſoeverſuggeſtion, allurement,orterrour'fromthis 
bleſſed and loyall Conjunion,nor ſhall caſt in any ler or impediment, 
that may ſtay or hinder anyſuch reſolutionas by common conſent ſhall 
be found to conduce for ſo good ends. But on the contrary,ſhall by all 
lawfull meaneslabourto further and promove the ſame. And ifany ſuch 
dangerous and-diviſive motion be madeto us by word or writ,wee,and 
every one of us,ſhall either ſuppreſle it,or,if need bee, ſhall incontinent 
make the ſame known, that it may be timouſly obviated. Neither doe 
weefear the foul aſperſions of rebellion, combination,or whatelſe our 
adverſaries from their craft and malice would put uponus, ſeeing what 
wee doe is ſo well warranted, and ariſeth from an unfained defireto 
maintain the true worſhip of God, the Majeſty of our King,and peace 
of the Kingdome,forthe common happineſle of our ſelyes,and the po- 
ſterity. And becauſe wee ' cannotlook fora bleſſing from God upon our 
proceedings, except with our profeſſion and ſubſcription wee joyne 
{ſuch alife and converſation as beſeemeth' Chriſtians, who have re- 
newed their Covenant with God; Wee therefore faithfully promiſe, 
forour ſelves, our followers, andall others underus, both in publike, 
inourparticular families, and perſonall carriage,to endeavour to keepe 
our ſelves within the bounds of - Chriſtian libertie, and to be good ex- 
amples toothers of all Godlineſſe,Sobernefle, and Righreouſneſſe,and 
of every duty wee oweto Godand Man. And that this our Unionand 
Conjuncion may bee obſerved without violation, Wee callthe living 
GOD.the Searcher of our Hearts.to witnefle, who knoweth this to be 
our ſincere Defire,and unfained Reſolution, as wee ſhall anſwer to J z- 
s$us Carts r, inthe great Day, and under the pain of GODS ever- 
laſting wrath, and ofinfamie, and lofle of all honourand reſpe&in this 
World, Moſt humbly beſeeching the Lord, to ſtrengthen -us by his 
holy Spirit for this end, and to bleſſe onr deſires and proceedings with 
a happy ſucceſle, that Religion and Righteouſneſſe may flouriſh in the 
Land, tothe glory of GOD, the honour of our King, and peace and 
comfort of usall. In withefſe whereof wee have ſubſcribed with our 
hands all the premiſſes. | 

The article of this Covenant, which was at the firſt ſubſcription referred to 
the determination of the Generall Aſſembly being determined, And thereby 
the Five articles of Perth, The governement of the Kirk by Biſhops, The c1-

burghs, ſhall divide the ſame among the particular perſons, lyable 
therein, and that letters be direct in the ordinar manner, alſwell for 
 ingathering thereof, as for reliefe thereof, with certification, if the 
ſame or any part thereof ſhall nor be payed, at the termes appointed, 
by theſaids Commiſſioners auditors pevelabdy , The perſons refuſers, 
or delayers , ſhall not only pay anual-rent for the ſame , conforme to 
the Act of Parliament ; bur ſhall alſo pay ten marks for each hundreth 
markes failzie , With power likewiſe to them, as ſaid is , to ſer down 
wayes for exſyſes to be layed on vivers for the weal ofthe Coun- 
trey-, and helping to relieve the burthens thereof, and maintenance 0 
the Armuie : And with power to them to give orders, inſtructions, and 


directions toall inferiour Committees , Shires, Burghs, Presbyreries, 
Stewartries, 
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Stewartries, Regalities,and others whatſoever within this Kingdome, 
in every thing which concernes the publick, and for the maintenance 
ofthe Armies, and other neceſfar imployments through the whole 
Kingdome, in ſuch forme and manner as the faids' Commiſſioners, 
orſo many of them as are a 9uorwn, in manner after-ſpecified, ſhall 
dire& and appoint : And generally with full power to them ro doe all 
and ſundrie other things requiſite, anent the ordering, direting, ma- 
naging, proſecuting, and executing -of all affaires, and buſinefſe of 
this Kingdome, which may or can conduce tothe weale ofthis King- 
dome, or any part thereof: And which ought, and ſhould, or ſhall 
needfull to be done by them, for maintenance and preſervation of 
the Religion, and liberties of this Kingdome, anent the premiſles: 
Without prejudice alwayes of the ordinarie Judicatories, as ſaid is. 
And further, with power to the ſaids Commiſſioners of Eſtate, ro 
nominate and conſtitute Commiſſioners, over-ſeers, and all other of- 
ficers, as well in the Armie as in the Countrey, ſo oft as occaſion and 
neceſſity ſhall require, for maintaining of the Armie in every thing 
neceſlar, and for exerciſingand diſcharging of all otherthingsneed- 
full for the publick, through the whole Kingdome, ( without preju- 
dice of the generall Commiſlars gift ) And it is hereby ordained 
thatthe forme and manner of the proceedings of the ſaids Commilſ- 
fioners of Eſtate, and the places of their reſidence reſpeZve, ſhall bee 
in manner after-ſpecified, vi, There ſhall be rwo conſtant places of 
their reſidence, whereof the one ſhall be at Zdinburgh, or any other 
convenient place,where they may moſt conveniently and ſafely fir 
and reſide, And the other ſhall be conſtantly at the Armic, who 
ſhall keepe correſpondence the one with the other, anent their pro- 
ceedings. And it 1s ordained. that there ſhall be twelve of every E- 
ſtare for both Committees, making eighteene for every Committees 
and the 9vorum to be thus, vi{, Three of each eſtate, when the E- 
ſtares are tull, or any ſeven promiſcuouſly, when any of the Eſtates 
keepeth not, and when any of the perſons nominate upon this Com- 
miſſion ſhall deceaſe,it ſhall be leiſomero-the moſt part of the Quorum 
of thar Eſtate in Edinburgh, or at the Camp reſpefive, to appoint any 
other of their owne Eſtate in place of the perſon deceafing, viz, The 
Quorum at Edinburgh, or other-where elſe, to nominaterhe perſonin 
place of the partie. inlacking of the Commiſſion appointed to 
reſide at Edinburgh or other-where elſe: And the 2uorum of the Com- 
mittee at the Camp to nominate the perſon in place of the partic in- 
lacking ofthe Committeeat the Camp. And it is ordained that the 
forenamed Commiſſioners divide their numbers proportionally, and 
with ſuch equalitie, as neither the Armie nor the Countrey at any 
time ſhall want a competent number, to fit and reſide conſtantly for 
determining of all matters incumbent ro them : And what ever the 
foreſaid Quorum of perſons at Edinvurgh, or in the Coun- 
trey , or moe of them, and what ever the foreſaid 9orum of 
perſons, or moe of them being at the Camp ſhall determine , de- 
cerne, and ordaine, in any cauſe, buſineſſe, or debate incumbent - 
ro them , the ſame ſhall have the full ſtrength of a valide and _—_

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decreet and ſentence, or what ever buſinefſe; or conveniencie, ſhall be 
preſcribed by the foreſaids 2vorums reſpective, or either of them , the 
{ame ſhall be as valide, as if it were done by the whole number ; Pro- 
viding alwaies,that none of the ſaids Tanda theſe who ſhall 
reſide at Edinburgh, or theſe who ſhall be with the Armie ſeverally 
by themſelves, ſhall ingage in warre with any Nation, or make ca- 
-pitulation of agreement, without 'muruall conſent of the whole, 
at the leaſt of both. the 2vorums.. And becauſe it is expedient, thar 
the ſaids Commiſſioners of Eſtate have a ſufficient truſtie and able 
Clerke, fox keeping of all the Records, Regiſters, Acts; Bands, War- 
rands, and other'Papers whatſoever , which concerne the Pub- 
lick, or the ſaids Judicatories : And the Eſtates of Parliament ha- 
ving reall experience of the truſt, qualification, and ability of Maſter 
Adam Hepburne of Humbic, for diſcharging ofthe ſame office and place, 
Thereforethe ſaids Eſtates of Parliament doe hereby create,nominate, 
and conſtitutethe ſaid Maſter Adam Hepburneto be Clerketothe faids 
Commiſſioners of Eſtate, and other of them, with all Priviledges, 
Liberties, Caſualities, Fees, and Immunities belonging thereto : 
With power to him to ſubſtitute Deputes, oneor moe, for whom he 
ſhall be anſwerable: To the effe& , rhateither he, or his Deputes, 
may be alwayes preſent : So that none of the ſaids Judicatories be 
interrupted for want of Clerkes. Which Clerke foreſaid, and his De- 
putes, ſhall have the truſt, charge, and keeping of all the Papers, Re- 
giſters, Records, and others foreſaids, which concernethe Premiſles, 
and the Ads, and Subſcriptions of the ſaid Clerk and his Subſtitutes, 
ſhall make as great faith as the Ads and Subſcriptions, of any other 
Clerke within this Kingdome. The ſaids Commiſſioners and Clerks 
being countable to the Eſtates of Parliament : With power alſo to 
the faids Commiſhoners, orthe 2uorwn reſiding at Edinburgh, or 0- 
ther whereelſe, to conveene the whole bodie of the Eſtates, when 
they ſhall finde neceſflity : And this Commiſſion to endure aye and. 
while the next meeting of Eſtates, either in Convention or Parlia- 
ment : And that the ſame be diſcharged by either ofthem. And it is 
hereby declared, That if-any of theſe whoſe turne fals to be preſent, 
ſhall be abſent, by whoſe negle&rhe buſineſſe may be diſappointed, 
The ſaids 2u0rums,or any of them ſhall enjoyne ſuch paines and pe- 
nalties, either upon their perſons or goods, as they ſhall find the ſaids 
perſons of the ſaid Committee to demerit for their abſence from any 
ofthe ſaid places reſpettive. And becauſe there will fall out in the 
camp a neceflity either of treaties , conſultations or publike declara- 
tions, to ſhew the reaſons of the Demands and proceedings in the Afl- 
ſembly and Parliament,and the prejudices againſt either of them, The 
Eſtates ordaines Maſter Archbald Iohnſtoun Procurator for the Kirk, as 
beſt acquaint with theſe reaſons, and prejudices, to attend his Excel- 
lence, and to be preſentar all occaſions with the ſaid Committee, for 
their further information and clearing thereanent, with power to any 
of the {aids Juorums, to take the oathes of theſe who are preſently ab- 
ſent for their fairhtull, dutifull, and diligent endeavours in the per- 


formance of their duetie in the foreſaid Commiſſion: Like as it is here- 
by 
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by declared, that the Generall his Excellence, and other generall Ot- 
ficers are hereby priviledged and warranted to be at the ſaid Com- 
mittee, as occaſion ſhall offer. 


ACT XXXIV- 
ANENT THE COMMON RELIEFE. 


TaHEdEb LO rſomuch as at the Convention of the Eſtates, holden in 
OP Fanuarie 1640. years, It was voluntarily offered, that for 

Bs defraying of the common charges,and for other neceſſars 

& and urgent expences, every man ſhould pay the tenth part 
PPEEGPIREG of his yearly Rent, as well to Burgh as Land-ward, for 
the Cropt and yeare of God, 1639. conforme to the valuations to be 
made within and without Burgh reſpedZ:ve: And for that effect did yo- 
luntarily oblige themſelves thereunto , as the bands granted there- 
anent by the Hericours within the ſeverall Presbyteries and Burghs 
more tully proports : Which band and whole renour thereof, the 
faids Eſtates now conveened in Parliament, ratifies and approves in 


all points as the ſame is conceived, as well anent the payment of 


the ſaid tenth part, as anent the retention of the proportionall part 
of the annuall Rent in manner therein expreſt : And ficlike,in reſpe& 
that the burdens of the common charges daily increaſeth, and that 
the Heritours to Land-ward , and Burgeſles within Burghs beare the 
ſame, conformeto their rents,trade, houſe-mails, and others, where- 
by yearly profit and commoditie ariſeth,without reſpect to their mo- 
neys : Therefore it is ordained, that the moneys or annuall rent, or 
life-rent ſhall beare an equall and proportionall burden with the 
ſaid rents, trade, and honda by way of retention, as well for 
the foreſaid tenth part, as in all other burdens, the Countrey is, or 
ſhall bee pur unto by generall order, and the termes of retention to be 
conforme to the termes of payment of the ſaid tenth part, or of any 
other burden impoſed, or to be impoſed upon the ſaid rents, trade, or 
others foreſaid, after the proportion thereof ſhall bee determined by 
the Commilsioners, Auditours of the accompts of the common bur- 
dens, appointed for that effe&t, untill which time no debtours ſhall 
have power to retaine any part or portion of his annuall rent or 
life-rent further then the ſid tenth part forthe crop and year 1639. 
allanerly. And becauſe the preſent expedition, or any other ex- 
pedition hereafter requires advancement by the Heritours and Burghs, 
of the two part of the foote-men and horſe-men their pay con- 
forme to the rents and valuations of each Shire and Burgh which 
will bee only in ſome Sherifdomes and Burghs: And to the effect 
that the burden may bee equall throvgh the whole Kingdome: 
Therefore it is ordained, that the ſaid advancement and proviſion 
ſhall be put in compr by the Shire, Burgh, Regiment,or Company, 
who ſhall ſend our their men in the ſaid expedition, or in any other ex- 
pedition or {erviceneceſſar,as the Councell of Eſtate and General! _ 
comman 
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command , andthe faids accompets, to bee given in to the ſaids Com- 
miſhoners Auditors thereof, who ſhall have power to comperoll , fir , 
or allow the ſame: Which comprs being ſo fitted and allowed, ſhall be 
a part ofthe common burthen to bee ramburſed and allowed to the 

vancers thereof: And becauſe agreat part of the Presbyteries and 
burghs of this Kingdome have not as yetreported their valuations 
perfectly and rightly, done conforme to the generall order: Therefore 
It is ordained, that allthe presbyteries and burghs within this King- 
dome , who have not as yet made ogeort of their ſaids valuations in 
forme and manner above-ſpecified , ſhall report the ſame betwixtand 
thetwenty day of June inſtant, be-ſouth Tay,and betwixt and the firſt 
day .of July next to come be-north Tay , and that either under the 
hands and ſubſcriptions of the ſworne men, appointed within each 
presbyrerie, teſtifying the ſame to bee true upon their conſcienceand 
credit according to their knowledge after the moſt exa& and true in- 
formations they could get, or otherwayes, under the hands of the he- 
ritors or magiſtrates, upon their conſciences, and credit: or laſt, by the 
ſubſcriptions of the heritors and magiſtratestheir hands, but with this 
cavear, that whar is concealed of land, rent, trade or other rent (where- 
by profit or commodity ariſeth, or didariſe the ſayd yeare) the 
whole rent thereof, orthe equiyalent and availe of the {ame , bee 
confiſcate tothe publick uſe, and thegenerall colle&or appointed to 
uplift and receave the ſame, andif need bee,to purſuetherefore. And 
(that no ſubterfuge and concealment be uſed 1n valuations)itis ap- 
| gra that all land, trade, ſupping, ſalmond-fiſhing, and other year- . 

commodity whatſoever, whereby pu did ariſe the fayd yeare, 

all bee fully andtruely given up without partiality, as the up-givers 
will either bee anſwerable onrtheir conſciences,or the herirors upon the 
hazard ofconfiſcation. And likewiſe it is ordained, that all money 
whatſoever, which payes annuall rentto any perſon not lyable in the 
foreſaid contribution, ſhall pay a proportionable part of their ſayd an- 
nuall rent to the publick uſe,as the ſame ſhall be impoſed,aſwell for the 
ſaid tenth part as for the burthens hereafter to be impoſed: And for that 
effe&,the valuers totake particular notice of ſuch ſummes,and in caſe a- 
ny delay or refuſe, to ſend in their ſaids valuations to the Clerk ofthe 
ſame at Edinburgh, betwixt and the ſaids dayes reſpedFive,inthat caſe it 
is declared, thatthe delayers or refuſers ſhall beeeſteemedand valued 
conforme to their retouresor otherwayes, as the Committee at Zdin- 
burgh ſhall thinke fit, and a proportion layed on accordingly, which 
they ſhall be holden to pay without any deduction or favour in time 
comming: And ſuch like for in-bringing ofthe monys , conforme ro 
the aids valuations, it is appointed, that there be colle&ors choſen 
in every presbyrerie (where there are none choſen as yet) by the 
Gentle-men and heritors, and that the Commiſſioners of ſhires tee 
| theſame done, and cauſe the faids colle&ors ({oto be choſen) ſub 
ſcribe bands for doing of their diligence, and making payment of the 
colle&ion to the _ colle&or, and ſend the ſameinto Edinburgh 
ro him. Andwhere the valuations are already brought in, and col- 
IcRorsalready made, it is ordained, that the ſaids colleors ſhall,

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with all poſſible _—_ ſend all the mone —_ to the grind 
pall ColleQor at Edinburgh , and ſhall uſe all poſſible diligence for rhe 
reſt, and givein their diligence to the ſaid principall Collector, With 
certification , ifany, lyable in payment of the ſaid tenth part, ſhall nor 
y tothe ſaids ColleQors the ſummes due by them, conforme to the 
Ns valuations ; the ſaid principall ColleQororhis deputes ſhall uſe 
all lawfull execution againſt them -where the bands are ſubſcribed, 
and where the bands arenot- ſubſcribed , they ſhall be repute, and u- 
ſed as non-Covenanters. Andto take away allobjeCtions for nor pay- 
ing of the ſaid tenth part , it is appointed, that every Presbyterie and 
burgh ſhall ſend in their moneys, due for the tenth part, without dedu- 
ion of any part of it , except what isallowedforpayto their officers 
before the firſt of February laſt , and prices of victuall delivered ro 
Commiſlars , for the publick uſe , or by warrant from the Com- 
mittee: And if they have not ready money, they ſhall-borrow the 
fame, from any perſon or perſons to burgh or land-ward, where 
irmay be had upontheir owne ſecurity: Andif any perſon or per- 
ſons , of whatſoever ranke, degree, or calling, ſhall retuſe ta lend the 
fame (reſerving alwayes ſo much thereof, as may reaſonably ſerve 
his owne private uſe, and his family , according to his eſtate and qua- 
lity) upon the ſaid ſecurity , It ſhall. bee lieſome to them, to conveene 
them before any ordinary Judge, or Committee of the ſhire, or Pres- 
bytery : Which being lawfully proved, by writ, witneſſe, or oath of 
rty, that they have money, and refuſe ro lend the ſame, They ſhall

blick uſe: And becauſe there is a preſent neceſſity of moneys, 
and attour the ſaid renth part, Therefore it is appoynted , and or 
dained, That every presbyterie within this kingdome ſhall lend to the 
publick uſe, the twentieth part of the rent, contained inthe valuati- 
ons, andthat by and attour the ſaid tenth part, upon declaration and 
Aro bee made by the Committee from the Eſtates, thatthe ſame is

to defigne to the havers of the ſaid money any Noble-men, Gentle- 
men, Burgeſles, or ſubſtantious wealthy men, within each presbytery,

yeares, had ingroſt in their perſons, all the Ecclefiaſtick and civill

To £ holden at Edinburgh the twenty ſixth of Auguſt laſt __ 
In the which aſſembly , the matters concerning the puritie of the 
true reformed Religion, and peace of this Kirk, after great debate, 
delayes, and protrafting of time , made by _ Earle of Traquaire, 
his Majeſties Commiſſioner , being at length concluded upon 
che day of _Muguſt , 1639. yeares; the Parliament fitting 
down , immediately thereafter, upon the penulr day of the ſaid 
moneth of cA#zuft, the ratifications of the Concluſions of the ſame 
aſſembly, and many other matters of great importance, conducing 
neceſſarily to the ſetling of the peace of this Kingdome , being pro- 
onedin Parliament, were likewiſe ſhifted and aefired, andthe clo- 
Ro of the Parliament protracted from time to time , unto 
the _ day of November laſt by-paſt : At the which time, the 
ſaid Fohn Earle of Traquaire did take upon him without the conſent of 
the Eſtates, to prorogate the foreſaid Parliament, to the ſecond day of 
Fune inſtant , not only contrary to the Articles of Pacification , but 
alſo to the prejudice ofthe Liberties ofthe Parliament:for preſervation 
whereof, the ſaids Eſtates were forced to make a declaration in Par-

it the Caſtle of Edinburgh, dayly killing diverſe of the inhabitants 
of this Citie,and ſpoyling their houſes with muſquers and great 
Ordnance : all ſhips belonging to this Kingdome arreſted in Eng- 
land, and Ireland : and _ of them coming from other places, 
layed waite for, and taken by the way : their owners and paſſen- 
gers 
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gers ſpoyled of their goods ' and apparell , layed in the yrons, 
and barbarouſly abuſed : A Committivn granted to the Generall 
of the Engliſh forces by ſea and land, to kill, deſtroy, and ſubdue this 
whole nation, a printed Declaration put forth, denouncing war againſt 
it, perſwading, exhorting, and provoking the other rwo King- 
domes to grant ſubſidies, and rake Armes againſt the inhabirants of 
this Kingdome as traitours and rebells : And the Parliament of Ire- 
land hath proceeded fo farre as to declare them to bee ſuch : All which - 
they have hitherto endured patiently, andthereby given an evident 
demonſtration to the world of the loyalty of their affe&ions to their 
Soveraigne, which no extremitie ſhall ever makethem to forget: And 
now being preſt by the preſent exigence of the Eſtate of this King- 
dome, and bound by the neceſlity of that naturall duerty they owe 
ro themſelves and their poſterity, to provide for the ſafety of the 
Common-wealth, and their owne, and timouſly to prevent the 
utter ruine ofthis Nation, which can no longer ſubfiſt under ſo 
greata burden, That time appointed being come, to the which the 
Parliament was prorogate, and no advertiſement come from his Ma- 
jeſtie rothem anent any courſe to bee taken, for remeeding ofthe 
oreatdiſorders, they being the great Councell of the Kingdome,

That his Majeſty be- 
leeveth he hath none ſuch about him ; And therefore concerning that 
point, he can make noother Declaration, thenthart he is juſt, and thar 
all his Courts of Juſtice are freeand open to all men, His Parliament in 
this Kingdomeis now fitting, and the current Parliament of Scotland 
neere approaching the time oftheir meeting , To either of which, hee 
doth nor prohibite any of his Subjects topreſenttheir juſt grievances, + 
and complaints, of whatſoever nature, each medling, and judging a- 
gainſt the Perſons,ſubje& to theirown Authority. 11.Decembris 1640. 

It is furtheran{wered uponthe ſaid 11. of December, 1640. To your 
fourth Demand, Concerning Incendiaries, that his Majeſty beleeverh, 


he hath none ſuch about him: Therefore, concerning that point, he o_

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make no other Declaration, then that he is juſt, and that all his Courts 
of Juſtice are to bee free and open toall men. His Parliament in this 
Kingdome isnow fitting, and the current Parliament of Scotland neere 
approaching the time of their meeting; in either of which reſpective; he 
doth not prohibire the Eſtates to proceed in trying and judging what- 
ſoever of. his Subjects. 

And whereas it was further demanded, that as his Majeſty would 
not hinder any ofhis Subjects to be tried and judged by the Parliament: 
{o thar none after the Sentence ofthe Parliament ſhould have acceſle to 
his Majeſty,or be maintained,and enjoy Places or Offices,and have cre- 
dit or authority to informe and adviſe his Majeſty, Conformeto the 
Paper of December 23. 1640. 

It is declared in his Majeſties name, upon December 30.1640. Beſides 
his Majeſties former Anſwers, His Majeſty hath commanded us to de- 
Clare in his Name, That he will not imploy any Perſon or Perſons in 
Office or Place that ſhal be judged incapable by ſentence of Parliament: 
Nor wil he make uſe oftheir ſervice without the conſent of Partiament, -

@, Kings Royall wiſdome , and Fatherly care , are tur- 

ed into a quiet calme and comfortable Peace , leſt 
either his Majeſtes love, or the conſtant loyalty ot his Subjects in their 


Intentions and Proceedings be hereafter calledin queſtion, and cat fuck 
things 
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things as have falne forth in theſe tumultuous times , while Lawes 
werefilent,, whether prejudiciall ro his Majeſties Honour and Autho- 
rity, or to the Lawes and Liberties ofthe Church and Kingdome, or 
to the particular intereſt of the SubjeA, (which to examine in a ſtrict 
court of Juſtice might prove an hinderanceto a perfe&t peace ) may be 
buried in perpetuall Oblivion: Soit is expedient for making the Peace 
and Unitie of his Majeſties Dominions the more firme and faithfull, 
andthat his Majeſties countenance againſt all feares may ſhine upon 
them all the more comfortably , that an Ad of Pacification and Obli- 
vion be made in the Parliaments of allthe three Kingdomes, for bury- 
ingan forgetfulneſſe all Ads of hoſtility , whether between the King 
and his Subjects, or between ſubje&tand ſubje&,or which may be con- 
ceived to ariſe upon the coming of any Engliſh Army againſt Scotland, 
or coming of the Scottiſh Army into England , or y_ any Action, 
Artemprt, Afiſtance , Counſell, or Adviſe having relationthereunto, 
and falling out by the occaſion of the late troubles y_— the con- 
cluſion of the Treaty , and the return of the Scottiſh Army into Scot- 
land, That the ſame , and whatſoever hath enſued thereupon, whether 
trenching upon the Lawes and Liberties of the Church and Kingdom, 
or upon his Majefties Honour and Authority, inno time hereafter may 
be called in queſtion, nor reſentedasa wrong Nationall, or Perfonall, 
whatſoever be the quality ofthe perſon , or perſons, or of whatſoever 
kind ordegree, Civill or Criminall, the injury is ſappoſed tobe , and 
that no mention be madethereof in time coming, nettherin judgment, 
nor out of judgment, But thart it ſhall be held , and reputed , as though 
never any ſuch thing had been thought , nor wrought. And this to be 
extended,not onely toall his Majeſties ſubje&s now living, but to their 
Heires , Executors, Succefſours , and all others whom it may concerne 
in anytime to come. And for that end, that by the:tenour of this Sta- 
tute , all F#dzes, Officers, and cMagiſtrates whatſoever, be prohibited 
and diſcharged of direQing of Warrants for citation,proceſling, or exe- 
cuting any ſentence or judgmentupon Record, or any way moleſting 
any of his Majeſties lieges concerning the premiſles in all time coming. 
Like asthat his Majeſtie for himſelfe and his Succeſſours , promiſeth

points, firm, and ſtable, And ſhall cauſe it to be truly obſerved by all 
His Majeſties Lieges, according to the tenour and intent thereof for 
now and ever, And that in all time coming theſe preſents ſhall have the. 
full force and ſtrength of atrue and perfect ſecurity,as if they were ex- 
tended in moſt ample and legall forme. Providing that the benefir of 
the ſaid Statute ſhall no wayes be extended to any of the Scottiſh Pre- 
lates, or to Fohn Earl of Traquair, Sir Robert Spotſwood , Sir Fohn Hay, 
and Maſter Walter mamas cocd and purſued as Incendiaries betwixr 
the Kingdomes, and betwixt the King and his People, , and for bri- 
bery , corruption, and many other grofſe crimes gpntained in their

their loſſes according to juſtice, againſt ſuch who have illegally wron- 
gedand perſecuted them, fince by one of the Articles of the Treatie 
they are appointed to be reſtored to their means and eſtare. It is alſo to 
be underſtood, that nothing is meant hereby to be done in prejudice ei- 
_ therofthe p_ of the debts owing upon promiſe or ſecurity, by 

the Scottiſh Army to any of the Counties, or to any perſon there, (the 
fame being inſtructed before the removall of the Scottiſh Army) or of 
the Arrears due to the Scottiſh Army, orto that brotherly aſſiſtance 
granted them by the Parliament of England. 

Thar the great bleſſing of a conſtant and friendly conjunRion ofthe 
two Kingdomes now united by alleageance, and loyall ſubje&ion to 
one Soveraigne and Head,may be firmly obſerved.and continued toall 
Poſterity, it 15 agreed that an A be paſt in the Parliament of England 
thatthe Kingdomes of England or Ireland, ſhall not denounce, nor 
make warre againſt the Kingdome of Scotland, without conſent of the 
Parliament of England, As on. the other part it ſhall be enacted there, 
that the Kingdome of Scotland ſhall not denounce nor make warre a- 

inſt the Kingdoms of England or Ireland, without conſent of the 

arliament of Scotland. No ſhips either of the Kings or Free-booters, 
or others, ſhall ſtop the trade of the Kingdome, or hinder, or harme 
their neighbour Kingdome without conſent of Parliament declaring a 
breach of Peace, And if any armies ſhall be levied,or trade ſtopped and 
Neighbours harmed , or wronged, the States of the Countrey by 
which it is done to be obliged to purſue, take, and puniſh the offenders 
with all rigour, And ifany of the Kingdomes affift, receive, or harbour 
them, they are to be puniſhed as breakers of the Peace, And if after 
complaint and remonſtrance to the Commiſſioners after mentioned, 
and to the Parliament, redrefle, and reparation be not made, then,and 
in that caſe, the ſame to be counted a breach of the Peace by the whole 
Kingdome, And in caſe any of the ſubjecs of any of the Kingdomes 
ſhallriſe in arms, or make war againſt any otherofthe Kingdoms.and 
ſubjects thereof,without conſent of the Parliament of that Kingdome, 
whereof they are ſubjects, or upon which they doe depend, that they 
ſhall be held, reputed, and demained as traitours to the States whereof 
they are ſubjects, And that both the Kingdomes in the caſes aforeſaid 
bee bound to concurre in the reprefling of theſe thar ſhall happen 
toariſe in Armes, or make warre without conſent of their owne 
Parliament , And that the way ot conveening Forces for ſuppreſ- 
ſing ſuch as levie warre bee as in caſe of Invaſion, Provided that 
this bee not extended to particular quarrells upon the borders , 
And that it beagenacted thar in ſuch caſe, Ir be lawfull for 
any of the ſubje&s to conveene to ſupprefſe ſuch evill affe&t- 
ed perſons , And that each Kingdome ſhall bee bound by _ | 
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faith puncually to performe this. Article :: And'if eyther parliament 
ſhall denounce warre, they ſhall give three. monerhs warning. 
Tharthe: Peace ro' be now:eſtabliſhed may be inviolably obſerved 
in all time to come; Tr is agreed, that ſome thall be appointed. by his 
Majeſtie, and the Parliaments of: both-Kingdomhes, who inthe znterim 
berwixt the ſitting of che Parliaments-may be carefull-thatthe peace, 
now happily concluded, may be continued, and who: ſhall erideavour 


by all means topreventall trouble anddiviſion-»:And-if any debate or

thatall the debts contracted and advanced for the publike uſe, either

foreſaid,to crave,receive,upliftand intromet with that ſumme of two 
hundred and twenty thouſand pounds ſterling yet reſting , unpayed by 
theParliament of England,of the foreſaid brotherly affiſtance , promi- 
led and obliged to be payed by the Kingdom of England, for relief and 
defrayment of the ſaids common burdens of this Kingdome , and to 


grant diſcharges uponthe receiptthereof , inwhole, or 1n pars, _—

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ſhall be als ſufficient as if the ſamine were granted by his Majeſtie , and 
the whole body of the parliament of this Kingdom, And with power to 
them to ſettle, accord and agree upon wayes and meanes, how the ſaid 
brotherly affiſtance may be moſt timouſly and commodiouſly payed 
and advanced for defrayment and relief of the ſaids common burthens, 
either by exchange, advancement, or any other manner of way, which 
may be moſt conduceable for the relief and good of the publike, And 
with power to the faids Commiſſioners or their 9worum foreſaid , to 
rake an exact count of the whole ammunition, artillery,armes , 8 other 
furniture,cither brought home, made,or brought within this Kingdom 
forthe uſe, and upon the common expences of the publike , and for the 
reiking out of the Armies and Regiments of foot and- horſe., and to 
rake courſe and preſcribe orders for keeping and preſerving thereof, for 
the uſe and defence of the Kingdome, and to appoint and conſtitute 
ſuch perſons of truſt and beſt experience for keeping and preſerving of 
the ſamine , as they ſhall think expedient , and to appoint and allow to 
them convenient fees and maintenance for the ſame, As alſo with pow-

trey, Andas moneyes and other commodities due to the publike can be 
gotten in, With power to them, to give orders for diſtributing thereof 
for defraying of the ſaids common burthens : and where moneys can- 
not begotten in timouſlie for reliefe and payment forefaid, With'pow- 
er to the ſaids Commiſſioners or their 9zorum,to borrow and lift mo- 
neys where ever the ſamine may be had, torreliefand payment of ſuch 
urgent debts and creditors of the publike as cannot ſuffer delay. Which 
ſummes ſoto be lifted and imployed for the uſe and effe& forefaid, 
His Majeſtie and Eſtates of Parliament declares hereby to be the pub-

there was divers and ſundry Commiſſions, Letters, and other executt- 


on and warrants, directed and given forth by the-late CONNG of 
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Eſtates reſiding at Edinburgh, and by the Commiſſar principall , and 
ColleQor generall, and others having power and watrant for that ef- 
KR, to Collecors, Commiſiars, other publike Servants, for in- 
gathering and recovering of payment of the'debts and reſts payable ro 
the publike : which letters and warrants are nor yet fully execure, nei- 
ther yet 15 there complete payment recovered:, conforme thereto. 
Therefore our ſaid Soveraigne Lord and Eſtates forefaids, ordaines the 
ſamine Commiſhons, Letters, and others Warrants, emitted and given 
forth thereanent,to ſtand in full force : And the perſons entriiſted with 
the managing and executing therof,to do their exa& and beſt diligence 
thereanent, aye and while their warrants be recalled and diſcharged by 
the ſaids Commiſſtoners,or their Qvorwm foreſaid,lIt is hereby declared 
that amongſt the reſt of the common and publick dues and debrs due to 
the publick, that the whole rents of all Biſhops and others beneficed 
nella, whether depoſed, fugitives,or oppoſites to the common cauſe, 
for the full cropts and years of God 1639. and 1640. yeares , are and 
ſhalbe due to the publike , Together with all reſts ofthe faids rents pre- 
ceding the ſaid two cropts nottruly paid nor diſcharged,wherethere are 
not true Creditors to affe&the ſaids preceding reſts : Which Creditors 
ſhall have preferance frotn the ids reſts of the cropt 1638. and pre- 
cedings allaterly.

And the Ads, extracts, records, and warrants to be ſubſcribed by the 


ſaid Clerk and his ſubſtitutes , ſhall beare als full faith as the a&s or 
extracts of any other Clerk within this Kingdome. And in like man- 


. ner,with power to the faids Commiſſioners or their 2uorum , to ap- 


point, allow, and modifie competent fees, allowances, and recompen- 
ces, tothe generall Officers and all others perſons who have been em-

faids Committees, They have given ſecurity to the parties , partly by

And ficlike, with power to the faids Commiſſioners,as ſaia is,to take 
order that every heritor and life-renter of land, having right thereto by 
infeftmenr of life-rent, right of terre, or by band for infettment of life- 
rent, ſhall have the leading of their owne teinds,perſonage, and vicca- 
rage therof,they paying the price contained in the att above-ſpecified, 
Incaſe they be willing to buy the ſame from the titular, having power 
ro ſell, or otherwiſe, Paying the rate of teind expreſt in the a&ts made 
thereanent. And to that effett with power to the ſaids Commiſſioners, 
to fer down,the price of ſellable teinds,according tothe worth thereof 
in each part of the country, where the ſamine grow and are bred.
